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Further Particulars refpetting the Embaffy to China, and 
the State of that Country. 


HE gentlemen who accompanied Lord Macartney’s em- 
b: ifly, and who having ta ken private ventures with them, 
expected a ready market and a large profit at Pekin, were not 
permitted to offer their goods for “fale at. the capital, ‘They 
were told that Canton was the place appointed for carrying on 
trade with the Europeans, and that there they might difpofe of 
their articles, by conforming with the eftablifhed cuftoms, 
But during their ftay in tl ie interior of China, they had an 
opportunity of obfervin g many things relating to the manners 
of the people, the producti ons of the country, ‘and the {plendour 
of their public works. 
Among their birds is one very remarkable for its utility. Ina 
the lang guage of the country its name fignifies the fith catcher, 
and it feems well deferving of the epithet. A pair of them, 
properly trained, will maintain a man and his family. They 
go out to the rivers or lakes, and with great addrefs and quick 
nef, feize upon their prey; they are ev en nice in the choice 
of it, and will feldom trouble themfelves to catch a {mall fifhy 
unlefs large ones cannot be found, and whatever they feize 
upon, they carry home to their male If one of them attacks 
a fifh rather too large for it to maiter, its companion initantly 
lends affiftance, and both, fying together too with as much 
precifien as if they were in harncfs, the one having hold of the 
head, and the other of the tail, carry home the booty together. 
Vou, XXIV. 611. 3 Cc We 
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Ve underftand, that one of the gentlemen belonging to the 
fuite procured a pair of thefe which are coming home to Eng. 
land, as a prefent toa perfon of rank. If, fortunately, thefe 
ufcful birds fhould breed in this country, w2 might expect bye- 
and-bye to be partly paid in fith for the expences of the em- 
baffy. , 
The fplendour of the Emperor, and his Court, and the 
riches of the Mandarins, furpafs all that can be faid of them, 
‘Ther filks, porcelain, cabinets, and other furniture, make a 
moft glittering appearance. ‘Thefe, however, are only ex- 
pofed when they make or receive vifits : For they commonly 
neglect themfelves at home, the laws againft private pomp and 
luxury being very feverc. ‘The magnificence of the public 
equipage of the Mandarins, according to their rank, is very 
great; but the Chinefe magnificence never appears with fo 
much {plendour as when the Emperor gives audience to Am- 
bafladors, or receives the homage of the principal Lords of his 
Court, and the great Mandarins, in their habits of ceremony. 
No{pectacle can be more grand than the inconceivable num- 
ber of Mandarins prefent, with all the infignia of their dig- 
vities and different orders, each placed according to his rank. 
Neattothem the Minifters of State, Prefidents of the Su- 
preme Courts, Regulos and Princes of the Blood, and on each 
fide a great multitude of foldiers under arms. The whole 
conveys a molt lofty idea of the Sovereign to whom fuch 
profound reverence is paid. As every one knows his diftinct 
place, the name of cach office being engraved on copper plates, 
tet into the marble pavement, there never can be any difpute 
about precedency. ‘The ranks are diftinguifhed by different 
colouréd ge:ns which they wear in the top of their cap, com- 
monly one ftone of a large fize, and their fteps of promotion 
or degradation by feathers. When a Mandarin, for any ol- 
fence, is forced to wear a crow’s feather, it becomes very pub- 
lic—nay he himfelf is made the herald of his own dilgrace 5 
for in all the official papers which he figns or iffues in the pro- 
vince to which he belongs, he is obliged, before his fignature, 
after enumerating his offices, to add, * degraded fo many 
ftcps, aud now wearing the crow’s tail,” or whatever may be 
tic tail which he has been ordered to wear at the time. Nort 
is he ever allowed to lay it afide, till the Emperor again raifes 
him to fome new dignity. 

The great Mandarins never travel, unlefs in ftate. If 
they go by water, as was the cafe wien they acconpanied 
Lord Macartney to fee the buildings and gardens in an adja- 
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cent ifland, the bark which carried them is very {plendid, and 

placed at the head of a great number of others, which carry 

the attendants, If they proceed by land, befides the domei- 
ticks and foldiers who either go before or follow them, they 
have for their own perfon a litter or chair drawn by mules, or 
perhaps by eight men, and feveral led hories. Thefe vehicles 
they employ by turns, according to their fancy or the changes 
of the weather. 

China is full of broad canals, which are generally in a 
ftraight line. Inevery province a great river, or where this is 
wanting, a large canal ferves for the general mode of travelling ; 
and has caufeways on each fide, cafed with flat ftones or marble. 
That which is called the great canal crofles the whole empire 
from Canton to Pekin, and certainly nothing can be more 
commodious than this mode of travelling, which may be exe- 
cuted from Pekin to Makaw, a diftance of 600 leagues, with 
an intermiffion of one day only, when they are obliged to dif- 
embark, for the purpofe of croffing the mountain Meylin, 
which feparates the provinces of Kyangfiand Canton. During 
all that voyage the traveller is as comfortable as if he were in 
his own houfe, having a bed and every other accommodation 
provided. 

Such are the conveniencies of this mode of travelling, that 
the Mandarins, in going to their provinces, andthe meflen- 
gers fent from court, almoft always proceed by water. On 
thefe occafions the barks are furnifhed and equipped by the 
Emperor, and are equal in fize to an Englith third rate man of 
war ; they are of three different kinds, nor can any thing be 
neater: For they are painted, gilt, embellifhed with diagons, 
and japanned, both within and on the outfide : Their form is 
fquare and flat, except that in the forepart they are fomewhat 
rounded, LBefides what the matter has for himlelf and his fa- 
mily, namely, a cabin, a kitchen, and two large apartments, 
one forward, and the other aft—there are the following apart- 
ments, purpolely fitted for the Mandarin, an anti-chamber, 
three other rooms, all elegantly ornamented, and a {mall re- 
tired apartment without ornaments—all thele are on the fame 
deck. They are japanned with beautiful red and white var- 

nifh, and the fides, as well as the ceiling, adorned with carved 
work, painting and gilding. ‘The tables and chairs are ja- 
panned red or black. The hall has windows on each fide, 
which may be occafionally removed; and, inftead of glafs, 
very thin oyfter fhells or fine fluffs are employed; the latter 
are impregnated with fine wax, to increafe their tranfparency, 
3C2 and 
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and are embellifhed wita flowers, trees, and a variety of 
figures, The deck is furrounded with galleries, which ena- 
ble the failors to pafs backwards and forwards, without, in the 
flighteft degree, incommoding the paflengers. 

‘Ov er the principal apartment is placed a platform, open on 
all fides for a band of mufic, which confifts of five or fix per- 
formers, whole harmony can ravifh nothing but the car of a 


Chinefe. The fails are made of mats, and confift of feveral 


oblong fquares, which, folding like a fan, take up but little 
room, With thele they find that they can go nearer the wind 
than with any other form of fails. 

Among the barks that follow the great Mandarins, there 

s always one at leaft, called the hofhechwen, or provifion 
bark, having a kitchen, eatables, and cooks on board, Ano- 
ther is filled with foldiers for the couvoy ; and a third, which 
is {mali and light, may be fitly called the harbinger or advice 
boat, becaufe its bufinefs is to haften on before, to give notice 
of the approach of the Mandarin, that every thing may be 
ready for his reception. Thefe barks, befides their fails, have 
rowers; and are alfo, in caie of neceflity, drawn with a rope 
along the bank by men furnifhed by the Mandarins of tlie 
diftrit. At every league’s diftance along the canals, a guard 
is ftationed for the purpofe of making fig nals, which is done 
by day, by burning the leaves and branches of pine in three 
floves, from each of which the fmoke afcends to a confider- 
aile height—by night they difcharge a fmall gun. The fole 
diers of the guard are ftationed along the river fide, when the 
Mandarin approaches, as a token of refpect, and while one of 
them difplays an enfign, the others prefent their arms. If the 
bark carries an envoys ney put four lanterns at the head and 
ftern, with thefe words in large golden characters, Kin-jay-ta- 
jit, that is to fay, the great En oy from the court. ‘Thefe 
lanterns are accompanied by flags and ftreamers of feveral 
colours. 

The canals have been the work of ages, and inftcad of 
having their banks expoled, without defence, to the wafhing 
of the water, as thofe in England, are generally lined with 
hewn ftone or marble. The great canals dilcharge their wa- 
ters into fmaller ones on each fide; and the la tter form a great 
number of fmailer branches, which are difperfed over the 
plains, extending to the villages and often to the great cities. 
From fpace to fpace they have bridges overs them of three, 
five, and fer en arches, 
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In almoft every city of China monuments are erected to 
eternize the aeenny of their herces, and thofe who have ren- 
dered cfiential fervices to thcir country. Women participate 
in this kind of honour. Thefe monuments confift princi- 
pally in triumphal arches. Many of them are very cluafy, 


and deferve little notice, but others are worth attention— 
They in general co nfift of three gates—the center one largett ; 


he piers or pofts are fquare, confifting of one ftone ; the en- 
tablature is compofed of three or four faces, generally without 
any protection or moulding. Inftead of a cornice, the piers 
fupport a roof that makes the top of the gate, and in fuch an 
odd form as cannot be defcriccd to as to give to an European 
any proper idea of its appearance, Every gate confifts of 
the fame parts, which differ only in fize; and, though of ftone, 
are joined together by tenors ani mortifes, as if they were 
made of wood. The rails, or breaft walls of the bridges on 
the canals are in the fame talte, being large {quare pannels of 
ftone, fixed in grooves cut in the pofts to receive them. Thefe 
triumphal arches, w! hich are feldom above 20 feet high, are 
ornamented with fi gures of men, flowers, birds, &c, jutting 
out beyond the arches sy with other ornaments, indifferently 
well carved. The relicvo is fo great, that many of them 
feem to be almoft {eparated from the work. 

All the Chinefe towns are furrounded with walls fo high, 
that the houfes, which in general are low, cannot be feen from 
the outfide of the city; they are all fo broad that hories can 
travel upon them; thofe of Pekin are about 40 feet high, 
As for the city gates, though they not adorned witu figures in 
baffa relieva, ihe othe: public works, they have a moit grand 
appearance, owi.g to the prodigious height of the two pavi- 
lions, their arches, that in fome places are of marble, their 
thicknefs, and the ftrength of the work. 

Every city is divided into wards, in each of which is a mas 
giftrate who is an{werable to the Mandarin for every diforder 
that happens init. Mafters of families are anfwerable for 
their children and fervants, Guards, at the gates of every 
city, examine every ftranger. At night, not only the gates of 
the city are thut, but the barriers at the end of every ftreet. 
There are centinels at certain diftances in every itreet, who 
en ry perfon in the night. The profticutes are lodged in 
houfes out of the city, and under the care of a man who is 
wlioats tble for their conduct,—To prevent highway-robbery, 
there are towers or guard- houfes every half league in the high 


roads with foldiers.—In criminal cafes, their procedure is flow, 
often 
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often pafling through fix tribunals; but their prifons are 
much more tolerable than our’s. If the prifoners are fick, a 
phyfician, paid by the Emperor, attends, and the jailor is an- 
fwerable for every neglect, and feverely punifhed by the Man- 
darin who vifits. The Emperor is informed of every one 
that dies. ‘The baftinado is the common punifhment, and is 
performed on the bare buttocks with along fplitcane. They 
alfo put a wooden collar called the con round the neck for a 
certaintime. Some are condemned to draw the royal barks; 
fome banifhed, but they are firft baftinadoed according to the 
crime. Some crimes are punifhed with a mark on the cheek, 
with a character expreflive of the crime.—The punifhment of 
death is by flrangling, beheading, or cutting in 10,000 pieces, 
Every Judge, who condemns a criminal, reports the cafe to 
the Emperor, who refers it to the fuperior tribunal of criminal 
matters, which again reports to the Emperor, who, if he is not 
perfectly fatistied, orders the court to reconfider the cafe. The 
prefent Emperor, fays Du Halde, gave orders in 1725, that 
none fhould be punifhed with death till the procefs had been 
prefented tohim three times. He who kills his adverfary ina 
duel is ftrangled. There are ordinary and extraordinary tor- 
tures to extort confeflion. Sucharethe Chinefe laws.. Some 
of their Emperors, diftinguifhed for extreme cruelty, have ine 
flied other punifhments. Icheou, at the inftigation of a fa- 
vourite woman, caufed fome criminals to embrace a brafs pil- 
lar made gradually hot, by an internal fire, till they were con- 
fumed to afhes.

Particulars attending a moft extraordinary and cafual Crop of Oats, 
ut the §th of “Fuly, 1794, at St. MMary’s, one of the Scilly 
Ilands, fituated 30 Miles ef? of tve Extremity of Cornwall,

FN the proper feafon of laft year a piece of marfhy ground 

£ (on part of which the tide frequently overflowed, and on 

which heavy rains continually lodged) was broke up, and 
fown with black oats, being firft caft into narrow ridges to 
drain, expecting, as was the cafe, the water for the moft part to 
remain in the furrows ; but as fome parts of the ground during 
the feafon continued moifter than other, the crop which was 

ferent, ripened irregularly, or became what, in fome 
countries, is called edge-grown. Little attention was paid to 
the product, and the wind blew out part of what firft ripened, 
which fprang up again early in the autumn, and more by ace 
cideit than defiga was not fed down in the winter, which prove

cal length tothe ground). I drew up two roots that ftood 
next toeach other, that contained the number of ftalks as 
exactly above fpecified, and, alter cieating the dirt and fibres

in greatnumbers, fitting upon them, and having no other food 
at the time, could not be driven away. 

N. B. Having obferved in more publications than one, a 
plan laid down, and faid to be much approved of in Ireland, 
of planting potatoe fhoots only in raifing a crop; in oppofition 
to fuch praétice, as far as it applies to thefe Ifles, I thall ftate 
hereafter, if you willafford mea place in your Entertainer, the 
method of cultivation, with the produ, here ; and when I fay 
that fome have been carried away more than a month fince, and 
that two cargoes of very large ones are now fhipping here, 
and to the amount of more than 2000 Winchefter bufhels, at 
the very low price of one fhilling the bufhel, taken at 7olb. 
weight, the public muft conclude the cultivation of that ufe- 
ful root is carricd on to the higheft degree of perfection, per= 
haps fuperior to any practifed in this or a neighbouring king-

The Adventures of Colonel Daniel Boon, formerly a 
Hunter ; containing a Narrative of the Wars of 
Kentucky. 


URIOSITY is natural to the foul of man, and intereft- 

ing objects have a powerful influence on our affections. 

Let thefe influencing powers actuate, by the permiffion or dif- 
pofal of Providence, from {elfith or focial views, yet in time 
the myfterious will of Heaven is unfolded, and we behold our 
conduct, from whatfoever motives excited, operating to an- 
fwer the important defigns of Heaven. Thus we behold 
Kentucky, lately an howling wildernefs, the habitation of 
favages and wild beafts, become a fruitful field; this region, 
fo favourably diftinguifhed by nature, now become the habi- 
tation of civilization, at a period unparalleled in hiftory, in 
the midft of a raging war, and under all the difadvantages of 
emigration to a country fo remote from the inhabited parts of 
the continent. Here, where the hand of violence fhed the 
blood of the innocent ; where the horrid yells of favages, and 
the groans of the diftreffed, founded in our ears, we now hear 
the praifes and adorations of our Creator; where wretched 
wigwams ftood, the mifcrable abodes of favages, we behold 
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the foundations of cities Jaid, that, in all probability, wll 
equal the glory of the greateft upon earth. And we view 
Kentucky fituated on the fertile banks of the great Ohio, 
rifing from obfcurity to fhine with {plendor, equal to any other 
of the ftars of the American hemifphere. 

The fettling of this region well deferves a place in hiftory, 
Moft of the memorable events 1 have myfelf been exercifed 
in; and, for the fatisfaction of the public, will briefly relate 
the circumftances of my adventures, and {ccnes of life, from 
my frft movement to this country until this day. 

It was on the 1{t of May, in the year 1769, that I refigned 

my domeftic happinefs for a time, and left my family and 
ptaceable habitation on the Yadkin river, in North Carolina, 
to wander through the wildernefs of America, in queft of the 
country of Kentucky, in company with John Finley, John 
Stewart, Jofeph Holden, James Monay, and William Cool, 
We proceeded fuccefsfully, and after a long and fatiguing 
journey through a mountainous wildernefs, in a wefltward di- 
rection, on the 7th day of June following, we found ourfelves 
on Red river, where John Finley had formerly been trading 
with the Indians, and, from the top of an eminence, faw with 
pleafure the beautiful level of Kentucky. Here let me ob- 
ferve, that for fome time we had experienced the moft uncom- 
fortable weather as a prelibation of our future fufferings. At 
this place we encamped, and made a fhelter to defend us from 
the inclement feafon, and began to hunt and reconnoitre the 
country. We found every where abundanceof wild beafts of 
all forts, through this vaft foreft. The buffalo were more 
frequent than I have {zen cattle in the fettlements, browzing 
on the leaves of the cane, or cropping the herbage on thole 
extenfive plains, fearleis, becaufe ignorant, of the violence of 
man. Sometimes we faw hundreds in a drove, and the num- 
bers about the falt fprings were amazing. In this foreft, the 
habitation of beafts of every kind natural to America, we 
practifed bunting with great fuccefs, until the 22d day of 
December following. 

This day John Stewart and I had a pleafing ramble, but 
fortune changed the feene in the clofe of it. We had pafled 
through a great foreft, on which flood mjriads of trees, fome 
gay with blofloms, others rich with fruits. Nature was here a 
ierics of wonders, and a fund of delight. Here the difplayed 
her ingenuity and induftry in a variety of Mowers and fruits 
beautitully coloured, elegantly fhaped, and charmingly flae 

vourcd, 
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voured; and we were diverted with innumerable animals pre- 
fenting themfelves perpetually to our view. In the decline of 
the day, near Kentucky river, as we afcended the brow of a 
{mall hill, a number of Indians rufhed out of a thick cane- 
brake upon us, and made us prifoners. The time of our for- 
row was now arrived, and the fcene fully opened. The In- 
dians plundered us of what we had, and kept us in confine- 
ment feven days, treating us with common favage ulage.— 
During this time we difcovered no uneafinefs or defire to 
efcape, which made them leis fufpicious of us ; but inthe dead 
of night, as we lay in a thick cane-brake by a Jarge fire, when 
fleep had locked up their fenfes, my fituation not difpofing me 
for reft, I touched my companion, and gently awoke him.— 
We improved this favourable opportunity, and departed, leav- 
ing them to take their reft, and fpeedily directed our courfe 
towards our old camp, but found it plundered, and the coms 
pany difperfed and gone home. 

About this time my brother, Squire Boon, with another 
adventurer, who came to explore the country fhortly after us, 
was wandering through the foreft, determined to find me if 
poflible, and accidentally found our camp. Notwithitanding 
the unfortunate circumftances of our company, and our dan- 
gerous fituation, as furrounded with hoflile favages, our meet- 
ing fo fortunately in the wildernefs made us reciprocally fen 
fible of the utmoft fatisfation, So much does friendthip 
triumph over misfortune, that forrows and fufferings vanith at 
the meeting not only of real friends, but of the moit diftant 
acquaintances, and fubftitute happinefs in their room. 

Soon after this, my companion in captivity, John Stewart, 
was killed by the favages, and the man that came with my 
brother returned home by himfelf. We were then in a dan 
gerous helplefs fituation, expofed daily to perils and death 
among tt favages and wild beafts, not a white man in the coun- 
try but ourfelves. 

Thus fituated, many hundred miles from our families, in the 
howling wildernefs, I believe few would have equally en- 
jeyed the happinefs we experienced. I often oblerved to my 
brother, * You fee now, how little nature requires to be fatis- 
fied. Felicity, the companion of content, is rather found in our 
own breafts than in the enjoyment of external things: And 
I firmly believe it requires but a little philofophy to make a 
man happy in whatfoever ftate he is. This confifts in a full 
refignation to the will of Providence; and a refigned foul 
finds pleafure in a path ftrewed with briars and thorns. - 
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We continued not in a ftate of indolence, but hunted every 
day, and prepared a little ‘cottage to defend us from the winter 
ftorms. We remained there uncifturbed during the winter; 
aad on the 1ft day of May, 1770, my brother returried home 
to the fettlement by himtelf, for a new recruit of horfes and 
ammunition, leaving me by myfelf, without bread, falt, or 
fugar, without company of my fellow creatures, or evena 
horfe or dog. I confefs I never before was under greater ne- 
ceflity of exercifing philofophy and fortitude. A few days 
I pafled uncomfortably. The idea of a beloved wife and fa- 
mily, and their anxiety upon the account of my abfenhce and 
expofed fituation, made fenfible impreffions on my heart.— 
A thoufand dreadful apprehenfions prefented themfelves to my 
view, and had undoubtedly d fpofed me to melancholy, if fure 
ther indulged. 

One day I took a tour through the country, and the diver. 
fity and beauties of nature I met with in this charming fea- 
fon, expelled every gloomy and vexatious thought. Juft at 
the clofe of day the gentle gales retired, and left the place to the 
difpofal of a profound calm. Not a breeze fhook the moft 
tremulous leaf. I had gained the fummit of a commanding 
ridge, and, looking round with aftonifhing delight, beheld the 
ample plains, the beauteous tra&ts below. On the other hand, 
I furveyed the famous river Ohio that rolled in filent dignity, 
marking the weftern boundary of Kentucky with incon- 
ceivable grandeur. 

Ata vaft diftance I beheld the mountains lift their venerable 
brows, and penetrate the clouds. All things were ftill. I 

ile e near a fountain of {weet water, and feafted on 
the loin of a buck, which a few hours before I had killed. 
The futlen fhades of night foon overfpread the whole hemif- 
phere, and the earth feemed to gafp after the hovering moifture. 
My roving excurfion this day had fatigued my body, and di- 
verted my imaginaticn. I laid me down to fleep, and I awoke 
not until the fun had chafed away the night. I continued this 
tour, and in a few days explored a confiderable part of the 
country, each day equally pleafed as the firft. I returned 

‘2in to my old camp, which was not difturbed in my abfence, 
I did not confine my lodging to it, but often repofed 1n thick 
ne-brakes, to avoid the favages, who, I believe, often vilited 
my camp, but fortunately for me, in my abfence. Inthis fituae 
tion 1 was conftantly expofed to danger and death, How une 
happy fuch a fituation for a man tormented with fear, which is 
vain if no danger comes, and if it does, only augments the 
pane 
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pain. It was my happinefs to be deftitute of this afliQing 
paflion, with which I had the greateft reafon to be affected. 
The prowling wolves diverted my nocturnal hours with per= 
petual howlings; andthe various fpecies of animals in this vaft 
foreft, in the day time, were continually in my view. 

Thus I was furrounded with plenty in the midft of want. 
I was happy in the mid{ft of dangers and inconveniences. In 
fuch a diverfity it was impoffible I fhould be difpofed to me- 
lancholy. No populous city, with all the varieties of come 
merce and ftately ftru€tures, could afford fo much pleafure to 
my mind, as the beauties of nature I found here. 

Thus, through an uninterrupted fcene of fylvan pleafures, 
I {pent the time until the 27th day of July iallebigts} when my 
brother, to my great felicity, met me, according to appoint 
ment, at our old camp. Shortly after, we left this place, not 
thinking it fafe to ftay there longer, and proceeded to Cumber- 
land river, reconnoitring that part of the rons until March, 
1771, and giving names to the different water 

Soon after, I returned home to my family, wat a determi- 
nation to bring them as foon as poffiblz to live in Kentucky, 
which I efteemed a fecond paradife, at the rifk of my life and 
fortunc. 

I returned fafe to my old habitation, and found my family in 
happy circumftances. I fold my farm on the Yadkin, and 
what goods we could not carry with us ; and on the 25th day 
of September, 1773, bade a farewell to our friends, and pro- 
ceeded on our journey to Kentucky, in company with five fa- 
milies more, and forty men that joined us in Powel’s Valley, 
which is 150 miles from the now fettled parts of Kentucky. 
This promifing beginning was foon overcaft with a cloud of 
adverfity ; for upon the roth day of October, the rear of our 
company was attacked bya number of Indians, who killed fix, 
and wounded one man. Of thefe m y eldcit fon was one that 
fell in the action, ‘Though we _ defended ourfelves, and re 
pulfed the enemy, yet this « unhappy affair fcattered our cattle, 
brought us into extreme diffic ul uly, and fo difcouraged the whole 
company, t! at we retreated forty n es. to the fettlement on 
Clinch river. We had p i -d cver two mountains, <i q 
Powel’s and Walden’s, and were approaching Cumbe land 
mountain when this adverfe fortune overtook us, ‘The 
mountains are in the wildernefs, as we pals from the old fettlee 
ments in Virginia to Kentucky, are rangedin a S. W. and 
WN. E. direQion, are of a great leng rth and breadth, and not far 
diftant from each other. Over thefe, nature hath formed pafi 
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that are lefs difficult than might be expeted from a view of 
fuch huge piles. The afpeét of thefe cliffsis fo wild and hor. 
rid, that it is impoflible to behold them without terror, The 
fpectator is apt to imagine that nature had formerly fuffered 
fome violent convulfion; and that thefe are the difmembered 
remains of the dreadful fhock ; the ruins, not of Perfepolis, 
or Palmyra, but of the world ! 

I remained with my family on Clinch until the 6th of June, 
1774, when I and one Michael Stoner were folicited by Gos 
vernor Dunmore of Virginia, to go tothe Falls of the Ohio, 
to conduct into the fettlement a number of furveyors that had 
been fent thither by him fome months before; this country 
having about this time drawn the attention of many adventus 
rers. Weimmediately complied with the Governor’s requeft, 
and conducted in the furveyors, compleating a tour of 800 
miles, through many difficulties, in 62 days. 

Soon after I returned home, I was ordered to take the com- 
mand of three garrifons during the campaign, which Governor 
Dunmore carried on againft the Shawanefe Indians: After 
the conclufion of which, the militia was difcharged from each 
garrifon, andI being relieved from my poft, was folicited by a 
number of North-Carolina gentlemen, that were about pur- 
chafing the lands laying onthe S. fide of Kentucky river, 
from the Cherokee Indians, to attend their treaty at Wataga, 
in March, 1775, to negociate with them, and mention the 
boundaries of the purchafe. This I accepted ; and at the 
requelt of the fame gentlemen, undertook to mark out a road 
in the beft paflage from the fettlement through the wildernefs to 
Kentucky, with fuch affiftance as I thought neceflary to employ 
for fuch an important undertaking. 

I foon began this work, having colle&ted a number of enters 
prifing men well armed. We proceeded with all poffible ex- 
pedition until we came within fifteen miles of where Boonfe 
boreugh now ftands,and where we were fired upon by a party of 
Indians that killed two, and wounded two of our number ; 

yct, although furprifed and taken ata difadvantage, we ftocd 
our ground, This was on the 20th of March, 1775. Three 
days after, we were fired upon again, and had two men killed, 
and three wounded. Afterwards we proceeded on to Ken- 
tucky river without oppofition; and on the firft day of April 
began to erect the fort of Boonfborough at a falt lick, about 
f:xty yards from the river, on the S. fide.
